Spy 
says: * On Thursday evening, the 7th inst. the citizens 
of Upton were aroused by the cry of fire, which proved 
to be in the building belonging to Cyrus Vaile, situa.

the citizens arrived at the spot, the barn had fallea, 
the house, wood-liouse, and shoe-makers shop adjoin- 
ing the house, and a number of ¢ rds of wood, were 
on fire ; and before the engine could arrive, the fire 
had so far advanced as to render it unpossible to save 
any ofthem, except a granary which was situated be- 
tween the house and barn. In this a fire was discov- 
ered in a box, which was kindling up, but was easily 
extinguished, and the granury, with its contents, was 
saved—and also most of the furniture in the house. 
A horse was burned in the barn, with a waggon, har. 
ness, saddle and bridle, and five or six tons of hay. 
Vaile was no where to be seen, but after some search, 
he was found abour fifty rods west of the house, ina 
broad place in the siver, where the water is ten or 
twelve feetdeep. Around iis neck was a rope, noosed, 
and two pieces of irun attached to the rope, weighing 
about ten pounds. A coroner's inquest was imm di- 


ately held over the body of the deceased. The ver. 
dict of the jury was,“ Death by the instrumentality
